Under Section 6 of the Act of June 12,1919, P. L. 461, of the Act 
providing for judicial pensions, it is stated: “All payments under 
this Act shall be made monthly, upon the certificate of the Judge so 
resigning or retiring that he is not regularly engaged in any re­ 
munerative business or employment. If a Judge is unable to make 
such certificate, it may be made by his personal representative or 
by a physician having knowledge of the facts. 
Providing, That 
no compensation shall be paid under this Act for any period during 
which said Judge is engaged in any remunerative business or em­ 
ployment.” 


These provisions make payment absolutely dependant upon the 
monthly certificate from the Judge and upon the fact that he is not 
engaged in any remunerative business or employment. 
Thus, 
whether or not he will accept the pension is entirely within the wish 
of the Judge in question. 
His family has no standing to accept 
the pension, and no payment could be made by the state treasurer 
except on the presentation of. the monthly certificate required by 
Act, by the Judge, or in case of his mental or physical disability, by 
his personal representative or a physician having full knowledge of 
the facts. 
So you will see that to receive this pension I would 
have to ask for it in writing. 
I have said, and again say that this 
I will not do.
